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Four-way 
light will 
return 


City works to get signal for 
intersection at Maple Street, 
Michigan Avenue

While Christmas lights abound around 
Grayling for the holiday, Grayling City 
officials are hoping to clear up some red 
tape in Lansing to bring back some green, 
yellow and red lights to a busy intersection. 

The City of Grayling is in the process of 
purchasing the traffic signal light, which 
was placed at the intersection of Maple 
Street and Michigan Avenue, from the State 
of Michigan. 

The light was placed at the intersection in 
the spring when construction got underway 
on the I-75 Business Loop to help detour 
traffic through the community. 

Shortly after the light was put in place, 
residents complimented city officials 
regarding the light for easing the flow of 
traffic through town and allowing children 
a safe passage to schools. 

Earlier this month, the Grayling City 
Council approved an $8,500 budget amend- 
ment to purchase the light. 

After construction on the I-75 Business 
Loop was completed, Michigan 
Department (MDOT) of Transportation 
officials changed the light to a four-way 
stop because they did not want to subject 
the state to liability for accidents. The city 
also had four stop signs placed at the inter- 

section. 

MDOT wanted to have the light taken 
down, which would have forced the city to 
pay the cost to have it put back in place. 

“} thought that was rather ridiculous 
because we could expedite this transaction 
more quickly,” said Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

The city is now waiting for a Michigan 
Attorney General's opinion to address the 
liability of transferring the light to the city. 

“It seems odd that we have to wait for an 
AG's opinion since it's going to be our light 
and it's a local street,” said Grayling Mayor 
Karl Schreiner. 

In addition, the city has to pay to have an 
engineer review the location of the light, 
review the condition of the equipment and 
make a recommendation on the timing of 
light. Finally, the city will have to prove 
that no federal or transportation funds are 
being used to pay for the light.

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State “suspends” 
school budget cut

An anticipated cut in 
school funding for the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District was left in limbo by 
state lawmakers last week. 

State officials, last week, 

kept plans for a $165 per 
student for schools in the 
state, which accounts for 
$300,000 less for the 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. 
' Crawford AuSable 
School District 
Superintendent Joe Powers 
said state budget planners 
did not eliminate a second 
cut to school budgets, 
which was announced in 
October, but suspended the 
swing of the budget ax. The 
second cut. was _ for 
$200,000 for the school dis- 
trict. 

Powers said that state 
lawmakers are waiting for 
the January 2010 tax rev- 
enue conference to deter- 
mine how much income the 
state brought in over the last 
quarter of 2009. 

Powers, however, said 
there hasn't been any new 
revenues identified for the 
school aide fund, so he 


expects the cut will eventu- 


\ 


ally go through. 

“I feel like we're the yo- 
yo,” Powers said of schools 
in the state. 

Powers said local offi- 
cials are cynical when it 
comes to reports from 
Lansing on schoo! budgets. 

“It means we are very 
cautious about information 
we get from state and theo- 
retically we will make no 
changes,” he said. 

If the second round of 
cuts go through, Doug 
Pratt, spokesman Michigan 
Education Association, pre- 
dicts it will be as much as 
$600 less per student for 
some schools. 

"Every community is 
going to end up dealing 
with that differently,” Pratt 
said. “There are some that 
were already in deficit 
going into this. There are 
others that are sliding into a 
deficit because of it. This is 
a turning point in Michigan, 
and our leaders need to step 
up and find solutions that 
are going to work,” 

Teachers have done their 
part, Pratt said, by agreeing 
to saldry and health care 
concessions that have saved 
the state over $1 billion in

Evaluation approved for pit bulls 
before their final fate is determined

Two pit bulls, which have 
been in the AuSable Valley 
Shelter for over a year, will 
undergo another evaluation 
to determine if they are dan- 
gerous. 

Dawn and Ken Minard 
had hoped to have their pit 
bulls, Shelby and Riley, 
home with the family for the 
Christmas holiday. 

Instead, Jason Major, an 
applied animal behaviorist 
and owner of SongDog 
Training & Behavioral 
Services in Gaylord, will 
evaluate the dogs. Major 
will evaluate the dogs to 
determine if they pose a risk 
of causing serious injury or 
death in the future. 

The Minards received 
civil infractions for an inci- 
dent that took place with 
their pit bulls’ on July 18, 
2008. James Vernon 
Gardiner, who lives near the 
Sherwood Forest 
Subdivision, was riding his 
mountain bike south from 
Pollack Bridge Road. 
Gardiner left the roadway at 
the intersection of 
Tomahawk Trail and Little 
John Avenue and turned to 


travel on a dirt trail, which 
runs parallel to the railroad 
tracks. Gardiner said the 
two dogs aggressively 
approached him barking. He 
sprayed a water bottle at the 
dogs, put his bike in front of 
him as a shield and eventu- 
ally fended them off with a 
stick as he backed into a 
yard of a nearby home 
before their owner called for 
the dogs. Gardiner satd he 
was honestly afraid that he 
was going to be chewed up 
or bitten by the dogs and feit 
extremely fortunate that he 
was not hurt in the incident. 

The Minards paid $275 in 
civil infraction fines for 
lickets issued by Crawford 
County Animal Control 
Officer Gail Foguth. 

On Nov. 26, 2008 the 
Minards were summoned 
into court for a show cause 
hearing to determine why 
the dogs should not be con- 
sidered dangerous and euth- 
anized. 

Former Crawford County 
Assistant Prosecutor Dave 
Sabin represented the coun- 
ty. Foguth testified at the 
hearing and testimony from 
Lt. Col. Gardiner, the assis- 
tant post commander at 
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Quality Footwear

Burmeister determined 
the dogs were dangerous 
animals. He ordered Foguth 
to seize the dogs and put 
them in the AuSabie Valley 
Animal Shelter. The initial 
date to euthanize the ant- 
mals was set for Dec. 18. 

Burmeister was forced to 
issue a stay on the court 
order to euthanize the pair 
of Staffordshire Terriers on 
Jan. 7, 2009, after the 
Minards hired Grayling 
attorney Miranda Bailey to 
appeal the case in Crawford 
County Circuit Court. 

46th Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy vacated 
the euthanasia order on Oct. 
5, 2009. 

Murphy remanded the 
case back to Crawford 


County District. Court for’. 


further consideration and 
directed 
review any new evidence in 
the case under Dog Law of 
1919 and Dangerous 
Animals Act as one issue 
instead of viewing elements 
of the laws separately. 
Grayling Attorney Todd 
Nye, whose law firm was 
appointed as special prose- 
cutors for the case, opted to 
gather more proof for the 
county's case by seeking the 
evaluation from Major. 


Bailey objected to the. 


evaluation, noting certified 
dog trainer Tracy Holland of 
Cheboygan has evaluated 
the dogs. The dogs were 
also evaluated by training 
instructor David Lemunyon, 
the owner of the Last Resort 
Training, in Bay City. 
Burmeister overruled the 
objection. 

Bailey asked for the dogs 
to be evaluated at the animal 
shelter to keep the dogs safe 
from traveling, but 
Burmeister atso overruled 
that objection. He said 
Foguth would transport the 
dogs to Major's facility in 
Gaylord, 

“I don't think the dog's 
safety will be impacted by 
that,” Burmeister said. 

Finally, Batley's request

video taped or to have the 
Minards or a third party pre- 
sent was also not approved. 

Nye said the Minards 
would have the opportunity 
to review Major's protocols 
and practices once they 
teceive his evaluation 
report. 

“Unless somebody wants 
to move into his kennel for 
two days, I don't think that's 
practical,” Nye said, 

Burmeister gave the 
Minards until Jan. {5, 2010 
to hire their own expert to 
evaluate the dogs after they 
receive Major’s evaluation. 

Burmeister said that 

Holland could not be used 
as an expert witness to eval- 
uate the dogs since she has 
been deemed not to be a 
credible witness. Holland 
had testified as a witness in 
a previous Crawford County 
court .case regarding pit 
bulis. 
_ When contacted by a 
Crawford County Avalanche 
reporter, Major referred 
questions to Nye, saying he 
didn't want to be subjected 
to information about the 
dogs or the case until he 
does the evaluation. 

“My evaluations have to 
be objective - not subjec- 
tive,’ Major said. 

Bailey was allowed to 
withdraw as the attorney 
representing the Minards. 
She said outstanding legal 
bills caused a breakdown in 
the attorney client relations 
to where she could no 
longer represent _—the 
Minards effectively. 

The Minards said they 
believe county resources 
could be better utilized 
instead of making them 
jump through another hoop 
to get the dogs back. 

“It's a waste of taxpayer's 
money and everything else,” 
Ken Minard said. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said it has cost $100 per 
month to keep the dogs at 
the shelter. He added that 
the county has only been 
billed $150 for special pros- 
ecutors for the case, 

Dawn Minard said funds 
used to pay for the evalua- 
tion and to keep the dogs at 
the animal shelter for over a 
year could have went to 
fund the school liaison offi- 
cer for the Crawford 
AuSable Schools. 

“T think we should get the 
dogs and quit spending 
money on stuff like this,” 
she said. “I think somebody 
needs to be questioned on 
their job.”

IT COMES AS no surprise that 
it would cost a bundle this year for 
a lovesick swain to please his true 
love under the prescription of a 
venerable Christmas-time song, 
but not a whole lot more than it 
cost last year, 

To provide all the gifts that “my 
true love gave to me” during the 12 
days of Christmas in 2009 would 
cost $87,403, which is up only 
$794 from last year’s price tag of 
$86,609. 

That’s the total cost for all the 
items given for the entire 12 days, 
which start on Christmas and fin- 
ish on the eve of Epiphany on 
January 5. 

Buying just one of the items for 
each of the days reduces the price 
to a mere $21,466, up from 
$21,081 last year. For a longer 
range comparison, when PNC 
Weulth Management first started 
the “12 Days” Christmas Price 
Index in 1984, the single-ttem 
price tag was $12,623. 

Partridges are fairly inexpen- 
sive, but the song requires only 
one of those. Turtle doves don’t 
cost too much either, especially for 
only two, 


The cost of hiring people and 
their repeat performances, howev- 
er, really runs up the tab quickly — 
nine ladies dancing at $5,250 a 
performance, !0 leaping lords for 
$4,414 plus 11 pipers at $2,285 
and 12 drummers at $2,475 each 
time. 

The five gold rings aren’t that 
big a deal either, although the price 


jumped 43 percent in a year from 
$350 to $500, 
* % * 


ORIGINS OF the holiday song 
itself are murky, and sometimes 
controversial. 

Not much can be documented of 
when the song actually began or 
what it means, or where and how it 
began. 

Some forms of “The Twelve 
Days of Christmas” as we know it 
now in the United States appear to 
have been around since the 1500s, 
originating in England ... or 
France, 

One version is that it originated 
as a religious ditty to train young 
Catholics in the basics of their 
faith when Catholics were in disfa- 
vor and persecuted in England. 

The one “partridge in a pear

tree” referred to Jesus Christ. The 
two “turtle doves” were the two 
books of the Bible, and so on: 
three divine virtues of faith, hope 
and charity; four gospels of the 
New Testament; the first five 
books of the Old Testament 
Pentateuch; six days of creation; 
seven sacraments; eight beati- 
tudes; nine fruits of the Holy 
Spirit; 10 commandments; 11 
faithful apostles; 12 points of doc- 
trine in the Apostle’s Creed. 

Critics who do not accept a reli- 
gious origin contend no basis in 
fact or history can be found for 
that interpretation. 

“The Twelve Days _ of 
Christmas” sometimes is traced to 
an old-time parlor game used as an 
ice breaker in mixed company, sort 
of like “Spin the Bottle.” A leader 
starts recitation of the gifts, day by 
day, and tf contestants miss or mix 
up some word in repetition, they 
“forfeit” something like a candy or 


-a kiss. 


Other interpretations figure 
“The Twelve Days of Christmas” 
is merely silly nonsense, to be 
sung or recited as just plain fun ... 
or a children’s ditty designed to 


entertain and neither to educate 
nor to advance social or religious 
ends.

THE FIRST KNOWN printed 
form of the song appeared in 
England in 1780, in a children’s 
book tithed “Mirth Without 
Mischief.” 

An English composer, Frederick 
Austin, registered a melody for the 
work in the early 20th century. 

Various British versions used a 
variety of gifts. The “five gold 
rings” may refer to five gold 
ringed pheasants, which makes the 
first part of the song all about 
birds, which would make sense. 

It also adds to the chances that 
the song originated in France, 
because pheasants were not intro- 
duced into Great Britain until 
Jatel1700s, which js after the song 
first appeared. 

Some versions used “colly or 
collie” birds, which means coal 
black birds, instead of “calling 
birds” and some use mocking 
birds, Other sometime differences 
are “nine dames a dancing” and 
“10 fiddlers fiddling.”

Cost of Christmas song gifts rises slightly 


IN PARTS OF France, the song 
seems to center on food and feast- 
ing, and calls for “good stuffing 
without bones, two breasts of veal, 
three joints of beef, four pigs’ tot- 
ters, five legs of mutton, six par- 
(ridges with cabbage, seven spitted 
rabbits, eight plates of salad, nine 
dishes for a chapter of canons, 10 
full casks, 11 beautiful full breast- 
ed maidens, and 12 musketeers 
with their swords.” 

A Scottish verston lists parrots, 
plovers, a grey goose, starlings, 
gold spinks, a brown bull, laying 
ducks, stalks of corn, hunting 
hinds, and an Arabian baboon. 

In any version, and in any lan- 
guage, and although it’s one of the 
most parodied songs around, “The 
Twelve Days of Christmas” is pop- 
ular, catchy holiday music, with a 
long but rather uncertain past. 

Each of us is free to give it our 
own personalized twist. At its core, 
it still says Happy Holidays!

Wakefield recommends you 
invest in a remote car starter. 
These are designed to allow 
your car to start and warm 
up without a key, but disable 
the vehicle if anyone tries to 
put the car in gear before 
inserting the key. 

If a remote car starter is 
not an option for you and 
you insist on staying inside 
your home while your car 
warms up Wakefield recom- 
mends you follow these 


Don't keep your warm-up 
key on a ring with your 
house keys. If you do, the 
thief will also have access to 
your home, 

If you leave your car run- 
ning in the garage, partially 
close the garage door, This 
will still allow exhaust fumes 
to escape but serve as a 
deterrent to the thief,

_ revealed light in creation. 
Secondly, God’s moral 
word or law has been written 


intuitively into the hearts of 
every human being. Our con- 
science tells all of us many of 
our actions toward God and 
others are morally wrong. 
“14For when the Gentiles, 
which have not the law, do 
by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, these, hav- 
ing not the law, are a law 
unto themselves: 15Which 
show the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their 
conscience also bearing wit- 
ness, and their thoughts the 
mean while accusing or else 
excusing one another” You 
have heard the term, “Honor 
among — thieves.” Every 
human person desires others 
to respect their life, liberty, 
and property. Even the most 
pagan tribes in the most 
remote regions of earth live 
by some kind of moral stan- 
dards or laws God placed 
within their hearts.

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Vikings survive late surge =

Grayling had a double- 
digit lead for most of the 
game, but the Vikings had to 
fight through a fourth quar-

The Bucks scored eight 
unanswered points ~ includ- 
ing a three-pointer at the 
2:44 mark — to pull within 
two, 64-62. 

An inside shot by Riley 
Zigila gave the Vikings a 
66-62 lead. Two free throws 
by Colin Hamlin at the 1:35 
mark put the Vikings up by 
six. The Bucks answered 


with an inside shot to pull 
back within four. Hamlin 
converted two more free 
throws and Grayling led 70- 
64 with 53 seconds remain- 
ing in the game. 

Roscommon hit a three- 
pointer at the 0:47 mark, 
pulling the Bucks within 
three. 

Jake Helsel threw a full- 
court in-bounds pass to 
Steven Enos, who scored a 
lay-up to give the Vikings a 
five-point lead.
